Texas wheat condi- 
tions index 78 as compared with 
83.8 for the entire country.

For miny years ipeed was the 
giieat cry in the oil Industry,' as 
the rapid Increase of gasoline and 
kerosene burning; vehicles kept the 
few refineries with their crude pro- 
cesses working overtime to-supply 
the demands. The principal idea 
was to get the oil as much of It as 
possible ahd Us quickly as possible. 


fusli Development. 
Few fields were 
known 
and 
when a new one was uncovered, it 
behooved • every man to get 
as 
much of the "flowing gold" and

of production both scrupulous and 
otherwise, was resprted to by rival 
corporations. 


, Despite the fact that geology is 
as old 'as the world and ' many 
phases of that 'great subject have 
been extravagantly investigated, 
particularly in the field of 'miner- 
alogy as man. sought gold and oth- 
er precious metals, iron and other 
useful ores. ~ But until the last de- 
cade, when the leading thinkers

Wells 
that had been hurriedly drilled be- 
gan to sand up, and the wobbly 
holes prevented any possible re- 
habilitation. 


Unusual drilling conditions and 
obstacles had caused almost un- 
beard of prices being paid drilling 
contractors for their labors, caus- 
ing investments running far into 
the millions to be in a precarious 
condition.

most unknown in the industry and 
those which were k.iown were rer 
garded as "accltnnts," one of the 
earling producing companies, the 
Barnsdall Corporation, decided that 
perhaps the best solution to the 
jroblem of the lowering of costs 
ind 
maintenance 
would 
be 
'straight holes," and they set about 
to achieve that end if possible. 
For experimental purposes, four 
contractors were summoned and 
given the task of drilling i\i near 
perfect holes as possible. . Three 
of the contractors, using ordinary 
equipment, made tests that while 
they were much better than the 
average .still left a wide margin of 
variation. 


The fourth contractor, Fred M. 
Allison 
of Corsicana, had 
been 
studying the problem ••of straight 
holes for sometime and had 
de- 


veloped- some new ideas along that 
line. Some special equipment, for 
which patents have been secured,, 
was Introduced to the Oklahoma 
field in the two tests which he put 
down. The new,-tools included a 
triple three point roller bearing 
straight hole guide, a drill collar, 
of new design, and a double, three- 
point reamer, . 


By -using the new equipment and 
a carefully thought out flan of oper 
atibn, Mr. Allison 
secured 
tM{O 
holes tHat.were termed perfect 
when - they were 
tested by the 
'bailer and acid" method, known 
as one of the most accurate tests 
of stralghtness. - The 
first 
two 
tests 
were- completed • several 
weeks ago, with one showing a 
maximum deflection of slightly 
over two feet, and one showing 
!esp than one and one-half feet* 
with the total depth of the wells 
being about 4160 feet 
. • ... 


In order to prove that the first 
two tests were not "freaks," two 
additional contracts were given the 
Corsicana contractor, and "now 
both of these have been tested and 
one showed variation of two and n 
quarter feet, while 
the fourth 


showed no variation. 


To Present Paper. 
At the recent 
meeting of the 
American Petroleum Institute held 
in Sminole, Mr. Allison, was thor- 
oughly questioned and, cross-exam- 
ined on his methods and his new 
'equipment. He has been invited 
to present a paper on his thories 
and practices at the meeting of 
the production and drilling section^ 
of the Institute to be held at Tul- 
sa May 28-29, and -he is now 
drafting.his plan in definite form. 
The nearest perfect hole •.drill- 
ed by his competitors wa» '34.84 
(thirty four and thirty-four one 
hundredth feet;; others 
ranged 
as high as 185 feet.)

FARM LOAN BODIES 


BE HELD AT WACO 


PROGRAM FOR AID RURAL 
SECTIONS WILL BE DISCUSS- 


ED AT MEETING 


Information has been received 


by N. Suttle Roberts, secretary- 
treasurer of the Corslcana Nation- 
al Farm Loan Association, that 
the Federal Land Bank of Hous- 
ton has called a conference of all 
secretary-treasurers and their lo- 
cal boards in this immediate sec- 
tion of the state. The meeting for 
this section has been called 
for 


May 30, 1929, at Waco. 
This is 


one of the fourteei. sectional meet- 
ings that are being held through- 


out th state during the months of 
May and June. 


Discussing these meetings, Mr. 


Roberts stated: 


"These annual conferences 
of 


the officials of the Federal Land 
Bank and the National Farm Loan 
Associations are In the form of 
get together meetings to review 
the record of service of the asso- 
ciations and bank and to work out 
plans by which the organization 
can be of still greater service to 
the rural ections of the state. One 
of 
the 
outstanding 
accomplish- 


ments of the federal land bank 
system, from the 
standpoint of 


public service, has been their ter- 
racing program. The Federal Land 
Bank of Houston Is the first finan- 
cial organization 
in the United 
States to put Its efforts and mon- 
ey into such a campaign. 
It is 


also the first financial organiza- 
tion to actively and continuously 
co-operate with our A. & M. Col- 
lege through the county agents of 
the state in a state-wide program 
of soil and moisture conservation.

SAN ANGELO, May 13. —W 


Possible evidence of the existence 
of man on the 
North American 


continent several million years ear- 
lier fhan proved.by any human 
bones yet discovered was seen by 
geologists here today in a fossil 
mound resembling the'upper half 
of a human skull. It was found 
by Robert P. Robinson, geological 
scout for an oil company, near a 
ditch In Park Heights from which 
it Is thought to have been blasted. 


The fossil Is of chert out of the 


'Edwards limestone of the lower 
cretaceous' age, which, scientists 
say, was deposited more than 4,- 
000,000 years ago.
